| How to decide this? Happily, in the present case, nothing more easy. 
| Open the book, read, and judge. The decision will be speedy and satis- 
factory. It will be not slow, yet sure. Internal evidence is all-availing 
in behalf.of the volume before us. There is but one James Boswell in 
| the world, living or dead ; and here he is. He is here as in his immortal! 
| biography—in undress, in bad epirits occasionally, and bad company, 
| and other indifferent associations and character of one kind or an- 
other: but there’s no mistaking the unique, no risk of being misled by a 
| fictitious pretender to features, habits, sentiments, and eccentricities so 
exclusively his own. 
| The volume, in a word, is self-aesertingly genuine. And the editor, 
though anonymous,* bas entitled himself to the cordial thanks of a wide- 
ly-extended pablic ; first, for making us acquainted with the letters at 
jail; and next, for doing his own, the editing part, so well. 
| Mr. Boswell, in these curiously letters of his, opens oat the 
/seamy side of his character with an almost staggering absence of reserve 
| and self- ct. Reticence was a word not at all recognised in Mr. 
| Boswell’s dictionary. Dr. Johnson's might contain it, and those who had 
| any liking for or interest in the word, might seek its meaning there. But 
| it was quite out of Mr. Boswell’s way. For him it was simply de trop, by 
| three syllables. The manner in which he exposes himself, in this corres- 
| pondence, to his clerical friend, is a kind of psychological phenomenon. 
| there is one large screw loose—that of common reserve—in his composi- 
| tion ; and by means of this one lax habit we learn how many were the

great popularity among the citizens whose champion 
was, and the bitter enmity of all who profited by the existing system. 
Repeatedly returned by bis guild as their representative in the common 
council, he was repeatedly rejected by the aldermen, after they found that 
he was not fit for their pemniciovs parposs 

Each insult, of course, served to inflame his fury, and at length, 
upon a vacancy occu in the representation of the city in Parliament, 
by the death of Alderman Sir William Somerville in 1749, he went for- 
ward as a candidate. It was in vain that his rival in soliciting the 
popular interest, Mr. James Digges La Touche, a former colleague in 
the common council, attempted to dissuade him from this purpose by 
many friendly arguments. “Charley,” said the old friend and new cus- 
tomer, (Mr. La Touche had opened the negociation by ordering a pre- 
scription to be compounded,) “ your being chosen will be your ruin ; 
your fortune will not bear the expensive dress, diet, and equipage fit an 
necessary for a member of Parliament.” “I told him,” i 
“ if these were all he bad to object, that I could soon remove them. For 
as I should not think myself a better man merely by being in Parliament, 
I should not alter my dress one hair. As to diet, I did not think it in the 
power of Parliament to take me from the simple course of food I found 
necessary for my health ; and as for equipage, I judged it so much of a 
piece with the other objections, that it required no logic or rhetoric to 
give it a further answer.’ The apothecary carried the election, but a 
petition was presented against him, and “ as the wisdom of the Parliament 
saw further than the poor citizens, and as their integrity was propor- 
tioned to their wisdom, rejected him, a memorable minority of 53 
voting in his favour.’’ A desperate paper war thereupon ensued, in the 
course of which Edmund Burke took up bis pen in opposition to the de- 
magogue, and, as it proceeded, Dr. Paul rman, a well-known hack 
writer of the day, was hired by the aldermen to abuse him in the Tickler, 
a periodical devoted to that special purpose. Lucas, it may be readily 
imagined, was not slack in reply ; but the battle went nst him ; he 
was censured by House of Commons ; his pamphlets, proscribed by 
the grand jury as scandalous and seditious libels, were burned by the com- 
mon hangman, aud he was himself obliged to fly to England to escape the 
consequences of a prosecution. During his exile he obtained a degree as 
Doctor of Medicine, and practised physic for some years in Bath, until, 
upon the dissolution of Parliament at the death of George IL, he was 
again chosen representative of the city of Dublin, after a = of thirteen 
days. A few days afterwards, upon a mandamus from the Court of King’s 
Bench, he was restored to his liberties and franchises, and took his seat in 
the House of Commons, where he continued to sit until bis death in 1771, 
when the memory of the “ scandalous and seditious libeller” was honour- 
ed by a public funeral, attended by both Houses of Parliament, by the 
Lord Mayor and Corporation in state, and by the members and ents 
of the University.* 

Lucas took an active part in the great struggle for commercial and po 
litical freedom, which was not consummated until ten years after his 
death ; but bis first feat in the House of Commons was to carry an act (1 
Geo. II. c. 14) for preventing frauds and abuses in the vending, 
ing, and administering drugs and medicines. This statute, wh 
the charta of the pa trade, was modelled upon a scheme put for- 
word by Luge in the ix, in the year 1741. It ts simple and 
effective in its provisions ; first, empowering the College of Physicians to 
frame and publish a code or age containing a catalogue of such 
drugs or simple medicines as they shall judge necessary for the presorip- 
tious or uses of physicians and surgeons, together with forms and rules 
for preparing and compounding the same, directing not only the form and 
manner, but the various vessels and utensils, and the materials of which 
they shall be composed, as also the measures, weights, and scales to be 
used in the dispensing and sale of drugs ; and, secoadly, binding all drug- 
sellers and medicine-compounders to obey those rules in every particular, 
under a penalty of £10 for every breach of them, 

An exception was made in favour of merchant-adventurers, importing 
pers. drugs or medicines for sale, but not preparing, compounding, or 
retailing them. A penalty of £5, for each offence, was imposed upon 
drug-dealers for keeping any preparation of arsenic in the same shop or

Those gentlemen probably todos 
little business in the same line at the present day ; and it is well that the 
intelligence and skill of our apothecaries may be trusted to for protection 
against such dangers.

sition. Tle Resolution of eensare on the government, in the matter of 
the Chinese war, was disowmed during two evenings, and was only thrown 
out by a majority of thirty-aix, in a full house of two hundred and fify- 
ax. In the Lower Hoavse, too, Mr. Disracli, after an adjourned debate, 
lms polled a stronger vote than was expeoted, in his attack on the Chan 
collor of the Exchequer, His proposal waa that the obnoxious Income 
Tax ehoald positively be abolished in 1860. The Ministry mustered 286 
sapporters; the Opposition 204, Of late yuara, to nicely have parties 
boon balaneed, that very slender majorities have provailed. It remains 
to be neon therefore whethor Lord Palmorston need be disquicted by those 
evidenoes of his oficial vitality. Mr, Cobden'a mation on the Chinese 
war, which also lavolves a ceasare on the administration, though it epe- 
awualy proposes a Seleot Commtice, had not parsed to a vote when the 
Jatost sboamer called. —Parliamentary reform haa been anceremonloualy 
thrown overboard for the present, Sir J. Walinesley's annual motion 
being negatived by a vote of 190 to 73.

Mr. Napler waa supported by Mr, Lind- 
my, & ship-owner, who may be eald to have represented the 
mercantile feeling, and who andertook that a couple of small 
voss@la should be manned and ealled at private expense, if the 
government would grant the use of them; and also by Monckton 
Milooa, the poct, who intimated that neither Lady Franklin or the conntry 
would be entiefled without another effort. Sir Charles Wood and Admi- 
tal Berkeley, two of the Lords of the Admiralty, resisted these appeal 
though wo must do them the justice to eay that a sense of positive duty 
alono seemed to actuate them. In the end Mr. Napier withdrew his mo- 
tion. It would not surprise as to eee a public subscription commenoed 
for dofraying the expenses of a new expedition, of which individaally 
wo shonld bighly approve, Bxperience has greatly dimished the dangers 
that would be incurred, and the region that should be traversed is of dofi- 
alto and limited extent.-And here It may be worth noting that the in- 
formation conveyed by Capt. Sherard Osborne to the Pima (inserted in 
@e Aion last wook) bas given riso to some Little sharp firing, in the 
a@apo of communications, to the aame journal, The original statement 
appeared on Saturday, the 14th alt. On Monday, a Mr, Smith, Secretary 
tho Hudson's Bay Company, enecred at It, and undertook that Sir 
Goorgo Simpson, on his arrival in London, would confute Capt. Osborne's 
toneodoes against the Company.

Tue Anotic Qvenx,—Unheralded by name of author or publisher, a 
poem In blank verse, bearlog the above title, has found lis way to our 
table. It extends over about alxty pagos ; may number perhaps eighteen 
hundred Unes ; and may best be described as an attempt to weave to- 
gether, in lyric shape, certain well-known ovents and personages of oar 
own day with the untrammelled bolngs and adjunets of fairy realm. To 
dance gracefully in fetters could soarcely be a more difficult task ; and 
were there not brought to it in this case a singularly fertile and felicitous 
imagination, the result must have been a failure, An Arctic Queen, jen 
lous of the invasion of her domains, yet won to sympathy with human 
berolam and spiritual Life, is asuffclontly poetical conception ; but our ax 
soolations with poor Sir Joba Franklin and poor Dr, Kane are 60 real, 
that one \s startled to find them mixed up with the idealities of a poet's 
brain. As regards the latter indeod, his identity is veiled under an as 
sumod and romantic name ; but tho former, unfortunately, is not thus 
diaguised, and so the anity is marred. We will glance rapidly at the 
plot, and then add a fow extraota. 

The poem opens with Ooene, the Queen of the Aroties, holding her 

court la a lovely Island of that Polar Sea, which itself is held to be an 
oasia in the dreary desert of the North. To her arrives—as the old play- 
books were wont to say—one of the warrior ghouls who guard her terri- 
tories, and doscribes how he had done his duty in consigning to destrue- 
tion a ship’s"orew of prying mortals, Her Majesty approves ; but here- 
upoa a yoang Maid of Honour claims attention and hambly narrates an 
adventure. She tells how in a rambling exoursion she had met with one 
of theve same explorers ; how she had recognised him at once as belong- 
ing Yo the anathematized race of men, but bad been overawed by the 
majesty of bis mien and the soul-full power of his expression. The Queen, 
half inclined to be angry at the intrusion, seems to foresee in this the 
dawning of new life for herself; and this acknowledgment it is which 
gives the key to what is spiritual in the poem.—But another arrival takes 
place. A strange maiden, Olive, enters, and boldly craves audience. The 
Queen, indignant at her presumption, flashes the Northern Lights on the 
intruder ; but the self-possessed mortal—who may be presumed to sym- 
bolise America—is in the end permitted to plead her cause. She 
has come from the South, seeking her lover Bertho (Dr. Kane), of 
whose fate she anxiously asks tidings. Her Arctic Majesty replies 
somewhat evasively, that no living mortal can be fonnd within her do- 
minions, but gives Olive her permission to search. Olive goes her way ; 
bat presently would have been devoured by a grizzly bear, but for the 
sadden intervention of the spirit of Sir John Franklin. He narrates what 
has befallen him ; how his ships were destroyed, and himself and his com- 
rades bereft of their corporeal form and doomed to a servitude of a bun- 
dred years, He bemoans his fate ; and chiefly the separation from his 
wife. Olive comforts him, and assures him of that wife’s matchless love 
and constancy, She then continues her search, and having won over the 
old ghou! above-mentioned he finally conducts her to the cave, where the 
imprisoned spirits are busied in Cyclopean labours, and where with difi- 
culty she discovers the object of her hopes Whilst the impassioned 
maiden urges Bertho to shake off his servitade and escape, Oene breaks 
in upon them. Some scenes of love and jealousy ensue ; Bertho swerves 
for ® moment from his fidelity to Olive ; but in the end, and through the 
kindly influence of Sir John who Christianises the newly-born soul of the 
Queen, the lovers are allowed to depart, and the poem abruptly termi- 
nates, 

Aaa whole, the coaception is fine ; the construction faulty ; the execu- 
tion unequal, bat in parts beautiful exceedingly.
